The State Legislature, in 1911, 
officially adopted Michigan's Flag 
with the simple phrase: “The State 
Flag shall be blue charged with 
the arms of the state.” This is our 
flag as we know it today. 

But it wasn’t always like that. 
On W: ra 
ruary 22. 1837, Michigan's “Bos 
Governor” Stevens T. Mason pre- 
sented what is believed to he the 
first state flay to the Brady Guard 
of Detroit. 


Initial Flag 
On July 4, 1865, Governor Henry 


HM. Crapo watched the “official” 
state flag fiy for the first. time 
during the cornerstone dedication 


of the Soldiers’ Monunient in the 
National Cemetery at Gettysburg. 

The flag flown by the Brady 
Guard in Detroit was blue. On one 
side was a portrait of General 
Hugh Brady, a state seal, an 
American Flag, a portrait of an 
unidentified woman, and a 
ber of other items. On the other 
side was a portrait of Governor 
Mason, a Brady cap and a white 
horse. 

The flag unfurled at Gettysburg 
bore only the State Coat of Arms 
on one side and the Coat of Arms 
of the United States on the other.

Sunday's Bay City Times car- 
ried an unsigned “‘special to The

A news story al- 
ways shows both sides and gen- 
erally lets lie reader draw his 
awn conclusions. This article, 

" which doesn't even have a date- 
line, is strictly opinion snd one- 
sided. Quoting Deputy DNR Di- 
icciur Warren Shapion, the ar- 
ticle says, “If the AuSable is 
designated as a natural river 
under the State's Natural Rivers 
Act of 1970), the State will be 
able ta establish controls if local 
governmental units involved do 
not institute adequate zoning 
within a year after such desig- 
nation’. Shapton should know 
better. The study groups he re- 
quested be set up did their job 
this past winter and made the 
recommendations. Study groups 
are not law making groups. I 
would also ask what is meant 

“hy “adequate zoning"? What a- 
bout the Green Belt zoning - a 
mode} plan which is now being 
adopted by communities across 
the country? That started right 
here. 

The article goes on to quote 
Win P. Case of Saginaw as say- 
ing ‘‘The canoe jivery operators 
had agreed not to transport ca- 
noes to the North Branch of the 
AuSable. And they agreed, too, 
not to increase the numbers of 
canoes on the main AuSable for 
the next two vears."’ But the on- 
erators, according to Case, 
“backed out”, Not true. The op- 
erators are still living up to their 
agreement - even though such an 
arrangement might be construed 
as in resiraini of irade and 
therefore illegal. ‘they’ve done 
this valuntarily at the request of 

«the same groups the article crit- 
icizes. 

The article quotes Case as 
blaming Harrison Goodhue, Pre- 
sident of the AuSable River Pro- 
perty Owners Association, for 
the alleged ‘hacking out” of the 
canoe operators. Ridiculous. 
Goudhue and other property ow- 
ners along the AuSable are well 
aware that the AuSable is a pub- 
lie stream and that canocists as 
well as fishermen have a right 


to use it.

ban or even severely limit the’ 


usc of canoes would be to as- 
sume that these people aré not 
intelligent human beings. They 
-are fully aware that such pro- 
positions would only put them 
in a bad, dog-in-the-manger, 
light. “Rowdyism and vandal- 
ism’ are indeed the real prob- 
lems - not the canoes per se. 
And that can apply to fishermen 
as well as canoeists. 

It would appear thet Shapton, 
Case and the others expect Har- 
rison Goodhue to act in an extra- 
legal and selfish manner. He's 
done all he can and he’s done it 
well. 

The article also has this little 
heanty. “While some members 
of the committee feel the win- 
ter was frittered away, Shapton 
was not exactly surprised. It is 
.apparent to him that local resi- 
dents are unwilling to take re- 
sponsibility for any restrictions 
which would offend friends or 
alienate business interests.”” This 
is a totally irresponsible state- 
ment which demeans the efforts 
of a great wauy local residents 
who worked long, hard hours at 
their own expense to make re- 
commendations requested by the 
DNR.
